The following report of Mr €. Ford, 
nal paar of the Botanic Gardens 
and Tree Planting Department, appeara 
in the Gazette — oe ee 

Botanic Gardens, April 15, 

S1n,—I have the honour to forward 
my report on the Botanic Gardens and 
‘Tree Planting Department. : 

2.—Thinking that it would-be in- 
teresting to know the number of visitors 
to the Gardens, I had all who entered 
on two days in March, 1879, counted, 
and the result was as followa :—

Rain fell during tho groater part of the 
first day, which accounts for.the smaller 
umbers, but which shows that cvon 
then the Gardéna were a source of much 
pleasure. The result of the second day’s 
counting represents about the oumber 
of visitors usoally freqienting the Gar- 
dens in fine weather. . 

3.—The general sppoarance of the 
Gardens hag been decidedly in advance 
of previous years, This was owing con- 
siderably to tho weather, the rains 
during the past summer having beon 
unusually regular, and no heavy down- 
pours having occurred to damago the 
walks and beds.

Indemnity for the Loss of a Registered Letter, 


The following Regulations as to the 
Indemuity to’ be paid in cortain cases on 
the loss of Registered correspondence have 
been made by His Excelloncy the Governor 
under Ordinance 10 of 1876, Section XII. 

Tho Post Office is not legally responsible 
for tha safe delivery of Registered corred- 
ndence, but henceforth it will be pre- 
pared to make good the contents of such 
correspondence lost while passing through 
tho Post, to the extent of $10, in certain 
casos, provided :— 

1, ‘That the sender duly observed all the 
conditions of Rogistration require. ‘ 

2. That the lotter was securely enclosed 
in a reasonably strong envelope, 

3, That application was made to tho 
Postmaster. Genoral of Hongkong im- 
mediately the loss was discovered, the 
envelope being invariably forwarded with 
sach application unless it also fs lost, 

4, That the Postmaster General is satia- 
fied that tho loss occurred whilst the corres- 
pondencs was in the custody of the British
